STRUGGLE FOR GROWTH 


A constant struggle is going 
on here; a struggle between those 
people who want changes and 
those who do not; a vieing be- 
tween the interests to keep Up- 
land as it is and those whe wish 
to make the most of every oppor- 
tunity for change and growth. 

This struggle between conserv- 
ative and liberal views on com- 
munity development has marked 
Upland for years. In general the 
“conservative” element has been 
dominant and thus Upland. is 
regarded as a little different from 
most southland communities. 
Many people favor the conserv- 
ative policy and have located here 
because of that. 

Every now and then.the issue 
is brought to the forefront; what 
is progress?; and what is de- 
velopment? 

Application for a zene change 


north of the Ramona freeway is 
the most recent “issue”. The ap- 
plication was denied. The “con- 
servatives” are jubliant; the oth- 
er “side” sorely aggravated. 

In recent years, the fever 
commonly known as “subdivision- 
itis” has been very prevalent in 


Southern California, ‘The ‘con- 
servative” element here has 
tightened building restrictions 


in the face of the growing spread 
of easy home ownership. Today, 
Upland is among the “slower” 
growing communities of the 
southland. 

This fact brings satisfaction to 
many. To others, the record is 
a disgrace. 

The fact remains that “prog- 
ress” may not always come with 
new growth and new changes. Is 
it progress to tedr up citrus 
groves and build houses? Is. it 
progress to allow inferior streets 
and houses so that more people 
will be able to live here? Is it 
progress to have low restrictions 
to encourage more* people to 
move in and make dense popula- 
tion? 


OTHER SIDE 
And here is the other side, a 
view from a_ spokesman who 


thinks Upland missed a big op: 
portunity last week when the 
planning commission failed to ac- 
cept the chance to get a big 
new business block at the free- 
yay 

“Upland lost a new lease on 
life when the planning commis- 
sion réjected the rezoning of the 
proposed shopping center. As I 
left the Upland city hall, I slow- 
ly drove down the main stem, 
disguested as I observed this 
second rate town with the timid 
little store fronts and two _ feed 
stores on the main street. I am 
not very proud of my town and I 
am a whole lot less happy with 
those who hel» to keep it small. 

“I admire the two young men 
who had the courage and fore- 
sight to presentiwhat might have 
made Upland ‘come into its own’. 
Instead, my town slipped back 
several years, content to stay the 
one horse town that it seems 
destined to be. ‘Progress’ in Up- 
land was spelled Thursday night 
with lower case letters in order 
to make room for ‘lethargy’ that 
was expressed in ‘caps’.” 

And so the struggle continues. 


WHATS AHEAD . 


Dense population is going to 
be prevalent here eventually. 

As long as Southern California 
weather has its appeal, people 
are going to continue to flock 
here from all over the nation. 
Upland will continue to get a 
share of the new population, 

With completion of the Ramona 
freeway and for other reasons, 
the population growth here is 
likely to be intensified. A pop- 
ulation north of the Ramona 
freeway of at least 50,000 by 
1970 is the forecast of the Gen- 
eral Telephone Co. 

The same issues that have 
marked the community’s ~ his- 
tory will prevail in the future. 

Some land owners who want 
to sell 2nd have opportunities to 
“cash in” will join the advocates 
of easier restrictions. At the 
same time, people who are estab- 
lished in their way of living and 
enjoy life better because of the 
high restrictions will seek to 
maintain the present policy of 
large lots and zone limitations. 

We must assume the people 
who created and approved the 
present zoning ordinances and 
master plan do not possess super 
knowledge. Changes may _ be 
necessary from time to time to 
correct errors and to modify re- 
strictions in the law in the light 
of new developments. 

We like the word “reasonable”, 
in an approach to all problems, 

While we advocate the main- 
tenance of high standards, we 
realize that lawmakers of the 
1948 to 1953 era here could not 
foresee all the problems of the 
future. 

Our present high, restrictive 
laws should be accepted as a 
guide in making necessary chang: 
es; not as a restrictive barrier. 

The community has a_sc®id 
foundation. New people by the 
thousands are coming. And in 
every good construction job,

AGAINST THE VETERANS BOND ACT OF 1954. 


This act provides for a bond issue of one hundred seventy- 
five million dollars ($175,000,000) to be used by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs in assisting California war veterans. 





This proposed law, by act of the Leg- 
islature passed at the 1954 First Ex- 
traordinary Session, is submitted to 
the people in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article XVI of the Consti- 
tution. 

(This proposed law does not ex- 
pressly amend any existing law; there- 
fore, the provisions thereof are printed 
in BLACK-FACED TYPE to indicate 
that they are NEW.) 


PROPOSED LAW 


An act to add Article 5e to Chapter 6 
of Division 4 of the Military and Vet- 
erans Code, authorizing the creation 
of a debt or debts, liability or liabili- 
ties, through the issuance and sale of 
state bonds, to create a fund to pro- 
vide farm and home aid for veterans 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the Veterans Farm and Home Pur- 
chase Act of 1943 and acts amenda- 
tory ‘and supplemental thereto; defin- 
ing the powers and duties of said 
committee and of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs and other state offi- 
cers in respect to the administration 
of the provisions hereof; providing 
ways and means, exclusive of loans, 
for the payment of the interest of 
such debt or debts, liability or lia- 
bilities, as such interest falls due, 
and also for the payment and dis- 
charge of the principal of such debt 
or debts, liability or liabilities, as 
such principal matures; and provid- 
ing for the submission of this act toa 
vote of the people at the general elec- 
tion to be held in the month of 
November, 1954. 


The people of the State of California do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. Article Se is added to 
Chapter 6 of Division 4 of the Military 
and Veterans Code, to read: 


Article 5e. Veterans Bond Act of 1954 


996.25. This article may be cited as 
the Veterans Bond Act of 1954. 


996.26. For the purpose of creating 
a fund to provide farm and home aid for 
veterans in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Veterans Farm and Home 
Purchase Act of 1943 and of all acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto, the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, created by Section 991, 
shall be and it hereby is authorized and 
empowered to create a debt or debts, 
liability or liabilities, of the State of 
California, in the manner and to the 
extent hereinafter provided, but not 
otherwise, nor in excess thereof. 


996.27. After adoption of any reso- 
lution by the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, provided for in Section 
996.34 the State Treasurer shall arrange 
for the preparation of the requisite 
number of suitable bonds in accordance 
with the specifications contained in 
such resolution, The aggregate par 
value of all bonds issued under this ar- 
ticle shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred seventy-five million dollars 
($175,000,000) and shall bear irterest at 
a rate not exceeding 5 percent per 
annum payable as provided in such 
resolution. Both principal and interest 
shalt be payable in tawful money of the 
United States, at the Office of the State 
Treasurer, or at the office of any duly 
authorized agent of the State Treas- 
urer. 

All bonds issued under this article 
shall bear the facsimile signature of the 
Governor and the facsimile countersig- 
nature of the Controller and shall, be 
endorsed by the State Treasurer either 
by original signature or by a signature 
stamp, and the bonds shall be signed, 
countersigned, and endorsed by the offi- 
cers who shall be in office on the date 
of adoption of the resolution of the 
Veterans’ Finance Committee of 1943, 
and each of said bonds shall bear an 
impress of the Great Seal of the State 
of California. Interest coupons attached 
to each bond shall bear the facsimile 
signature of the State Treasurer who 
shall be in office on the date of adoption 
of the resolution of the Veterans’ 
Finance Committee of 1943. The Veter- 
ans’ Finance Committee of 1943 may 
require that said bonds be authenti- 
cated by the State Controller or by any 
Deputy State Controller, and in such 
event no bond authorized hereunder 
shall be valid unless so authenticated in 
the manner so required. The bonds or 
coupons so signed, countersigned, en- 
dorsed, and sealed, when sold, shall be 
and constitute a valid and binding gen- 
eral obligation upon the State of Cali- 
fornia, although the sale or delivery 
thereof be made at a date or dates upon 
which the officers having signed, coun- 
tersigned, and endorsed said bonds or 
coupons, or any or either of said officers, 
shall have ceased to be the incumbents 
of the offices held by them at the date 
of adoption of the resolution of the Vet- 
erans’ Finance Committee of 1943. Each 
bond issue under this article shall con- 
tain a clause or clauses referring to this 
article and to the resolution of the Vet- 
erans’ Finance Committee of 1943 here- 
under by virtue of which said bond is 
issued, and if subject to call or redemp- 
tion prior to maturity, shall contain a 
recital to that effect. 

996.28. The State Treasurer shall, on 
the respective dates of maturity or 
prior redemption of said bonds, or as 
soon thereafter as said bonds are sur- 
rendered to him, pay the same out of 
the proceeds of the Controlier’s war- 
tants drawn in his favor as provided 
in Section 996.29 and perforate the 
bonds so paid with a suitable device 
in a manner to indicate such payment 
and the date thereof. The State Treas- 
urer, or his duly authorized agent, 
shall also, on the respective dates of 
maturity, cancel all bonds and appurte- 
mant coupons bearing said dates of 
maturity and remaining unsold, by 
perforation with a suitable device in 
a manner to indicate such cancella- 
tion and the date thereof; provided, 
however, new bonds may be 
and executed in lieu of bonds 
solely by reason of the fact that such 












bonds have not been sold prior to their 
fixed maturity dates, whenever the 
Veterans’ Finance Committee of 1943 
shall determine such new bonds shall 
be prepared and executed, subject to 
the condition the total indebtedness 
created hereunder shall not exceed the 
maximum limit herein specified. Not 
less than four years after the final 
maturity date of a particular issue of 
bonds, the State Treasurer, or his duly 
authorized agent, may destroy or cre- 
mate any bonds of such issue which 
have been previously paid or canceled 
as hereinbefore provided. 

996.29. All bonds herein authorized, 


which shall have been duly sold and | 


delivered as herein provided, shall 
constitute valid and legally binding 
general obligations of the State of Cali- 
fornia, and the full faith and credit 
of the State of California is hereby 
pledged f4r the punctual payment of 
both principal and interest thereof. 
There is hereby appropriated from the 
General Fund in the State Treasury 
such sum annually as will be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest 
on the bonds issued and sold pursuant 
to the provisions of this article, as said 
principal and interest become due and 
payable. 

There shall be collected annually in 
the same manner and at the same time 
as other state revenue is collected such 
a sum, in addition to the ordinary reve- 
nues of the State, as shall be required to 
pay the principal and interest on said 
bonds as herein provided, and it is 
hereby made the duty of all officers 
charged by law with any duty in regard 
to the collections of said revenue, to 
do and perform each and every act 
which shall be necessary to collect 
such additional sum. 

On the several dates of maturity of 
said principal and interest in each fiscal 
year, there shall be returned into the 
General Fund in the State Treasury, 
all of the money in the Veterans’ Farm 
and Home Building Fund of 1943, not 
in excess of the principal of and in- 
terest on the said bonds then due and 
payable, except as hereinafter provided 
for the prior redemption of said bonds, 
and, in the event such money so re- 
turned on said dates of maturity being 
less than the said principal and in- 
terest then due and payable, then the 
balance remaining unpaid shall be re- 
turned into the General Fund in the 
State Treasury out of said Veterans’ 
Farm and Home Building Fund of. 
1943 as soon thereafter as it shall be- 
come available, together with interest 
thereon from such dates of maturity 
until so returned at the same rate as 
borne by said bonds, compounded semi- 
annually. 2 

Both principal and interest of said 
bonds shall be paid when due upon 
warrants duly drawn against said ap- 
propriation from the General Fund. by 
the Controller of the State in favor of 
the State Treasurer, or his duly au- 
thorized agent, and the money to be 
returned into the General Fund in the 
State Treasury pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this section shall likewise be 
paid as herein provided upon warrants 
duly drawn by the Controller. The 
Department of Veterans Affairs, by 
resolution approved by the Veterans’ 
Finance Committee of 1943, shall direct 
the State Treasurer to call bonds 
(which are then subject to redemp- 
tion) if such call is:\desirable and when- 
ever funds are available to effect such 
redemption, the part of each issue so 
called to be not less than all of the 
bonds maturing in any one year. Notice 
of such redemption shall be given by 
the State Treasurer in the manner 
provided in the resolution authorizing 
the issuance of said bonds. 


996.30. The bonds authorized to be 
issued under this article shall be sold by 
the State Treasurer to the highest bid- 
der for cash, either at public auction or 
upon sealed bids as the Veterans’ Fi- 
nance Committee of 1943 may by reso- 
lution determine. The Treasurer must 
reject any and all bids for said bonds, 
or for any of them, which shall be below 
the par value of said bonds so offered 
plus the interest which shall have ac- 
crued thereon between the date of pur- 
chaser’s payment for said bonds and the 
last preceding interest maasunity date; 
and the Treasurer may from time to 
time, by public announcement at the 
place and time fixed for the sale, con- 
tinue such sale, as to the whole of the 
bonds offered, or any part thereof of- 
fered, at such time and place as he may 
select. If said bonds are offered for sale 
upon sealed bids, then each bid shall be 
in writing and signed by the bidder and 
sealed, and shall be accompanied by the 
deposit of a certified check or cashier's 
check for five thousand dollars ($5,000), 
drawn on a bank or trust company au- 
thorized to transact and transacting 
business in the State of California, pay- 
able to the Treasurer of the State of 
California, such deposit not to bear in- 
terest. The deposit of each unsuccessful 
bidder shall be returned to him imme- 
diately upon the nonacceptance of his 
bid, and the deposit of the successful 


bidder shall immediately upon the ac-' 


ceptance of his bid become and be the 
propérty of the State of California and 
be placed in the State Treasury to the 
credit of the Veterans’ Farm and Home 
Building Fund of 1943, and shall be 
credited to the successful purchaser 
upon the purchase price of the bonds 
bid for in case such purchase price is 
paid in full by him within the time mu- 
tually agreed upon between the suc- 
cessful bidder and the Treasurer. If the 
purehase price is not so paid, the suc- 
cessful bidder shall have no right in and 
to said bonds or by reason of said bid, 
or to the recovery of said deposit ac- 
companying said bid, or to any allow- 
ance or credit by reason of such deposit 
unless it shall appear that the bonds 
would not be validly issued if delivered 
to the purchaser in the form and man- 
ner proposed. In case the purchase 
price is not so paid, the bonds so sold

Temporary or interim bonds, certifi- 
cates, or receipts of any denomination 
whatever and with or without coupons 
attached thereto, to be signed by the 
State Treasurer, may be issued and de- 
livered until the definitive bonds are 
executed and available for delivery. 
Signature of the State Treasurer may 
be by signature stamp. 


996.31. Due notice of the time and 
place of sale of all bonds shail be given 
by said Treasurer by publication in one 
newspaper published in the City and 
County of San Francisco and also by 
publication in one newspaper published 
in the City of Sacramento and by publi- 
cation in one newspaper published in 
the City of Los Angeles once a week 
during two weeks prior to such sale. 
In addition to the notice last above pro- 
vided for, the State Treasurer may give 
such further notice as he may deem 
advisable, but the expense and cost of 
such additional notice shall not exceed 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) 
fop each sale so advertised. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale of such bonds and such 
amount as may*have been paid as ac- 
crued interest thereon shall be forth- 
with paid over by said Treasurer into 
the Veterans’ Farm and Home Building 
Fund of 1943 and must be used exclu- 
sively in aiding veterans in the acquisi- 
tion of, or payments for, farms and 
homes, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this chapter; provided, that the 
proceeds from the sale of said bonds 
may be used to pay the debt created by 
the issuance and sale thereof. 


996.32. The Department of Veterans 
Affairs is authorized, with approval of 
the Department of Finance, to invest 
any surplus money in the Veterans’ 
Farm and Home Building Fund of 1943 
in bonds or obligations of the United 
States, or of the State of California, or 
of the several counties or municipalities 
or other political subdivisions of the 
State of California, and to sell such 
bonds, or obligations, or any of them, 
at the governing market rates, upon 
approval of the Department of Finance; 
or the Department of Veterans Affairs 
may, with the approval of the Director 
of Finance, invest money in such fund, 
in interest-bearing certificates of de- 
posit of state banks having a paid-up 
capital of five hundred thousand dollars 
($500,000) or more; provided, the total 
amount of money so deposited with any 
one bank shall not exceed a sum equal 
to 50 percent of the paid-up capital of 
such bank; provided, however, nothing 
herein contained shall inhibit the de- 
positing in banks in accordance with 
Chapter 4, Part 2, Division 4, Title 2 of 
the Government Code, of money of any 
of the funds subject to the control of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs or ap- 
propriated for its use. : 

Interest accruing upon the deposit of 
money of the Veterans’ Farm and Home 
Building Fund of 1943 shall be paid into 
and credited to said fund. 


996.33. Upon request of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs, supported by 
a statement of the plans and projects 
of said department with respect thereto, 
and approved by the Governor, the Vet- 
erans’ Finance Committee of 1943 shall 
determine whether or not it is necessary 
or desirable to issue any bonds author- 
ized under this article in order to carry 
such plans and projects into execution, 
and, if so, the amount of bonds then to 
be issued and sold. Successive issues of 
bonds may be authorized and sold to 
carry out said plans and projects pro- 
gressively, and it shall not be necessary 
that all the bonds herein authorized to 
be issued shall be sold at any one time. 


996.34. Whenewer the Veterans’ Fi- 
nance Committee of 1943 shall have 
determined that the sale of all or any 
part of the bonds authorized to be is- 
sued under this article is necessary or 
desirable to carry such plans into exe- 
cution, in whole or in part, it shall adopt 
a resolution to this effect. The said 
resolution shall authorize and direct the 
State Treasurer to provide for the prep- 
aration of the requisite number of suit- 
able bonds then authorized to be sold 
and shall specify as to such bonds then 
to be sold: 


4, The maximum number of each 
denomination or denominations, aggre- 
gate par value, and the date of the 
bonds to be then sold. The date appear- 
ing on said bonds shall be deemed to be 
the date of issuance for all purposes of 
this article, irrespective of the actual 
date of delivery of such bends and the 
payment of the purchase price thereof. 
Successive issues of bonds herein au- 
thorized shall be identified by the num- 
ber of the issue, or the entire authorized 
issue may be divided into series or divi- 
sions appropriately identified by letter 
or number. 


2. The date or dates of maturity, and 
the number and numerical sequence of 
the bonds maturing at each date of 
maturity, to be at annual intervals. 

3. The provisions, if any, for the re- 
tirement of said bonds at any time or 
times prior to their maturity, the man- 
ner thereof, and the price or prices at 
which said bonds shall be redeemed. 

4. The annual rate of interest which 
the bonds to be issued shall bear, to be 
in multiples of one-fourth of 1 percent, 
which rate, at the discretion of said 
committee, may be determined by the 
bidder at the time of sale of said bonds, 
not to exceed 5 percent payable as 
herein provided. 


5. The provisions, if any, for the in- 
terexchange of bonds of different de- 
nominations, the issuance of new bonds 
of different denominations in lieu of, or 
in exchange for, bonds of a like aggre- 
gate principal amount but of different 
denominations, and the authentication 
of any bonds by the State Controller or 
by any Deputy State Controller. 


6. The technical form and language 
of said bonds and of the interest cou- 
pons to be attached thereto. 

In determining the date or dates of 
maturity of the said bonds and the 
amount of bonds maturing at each date 
of maturity, the Veterans’ Finance 
Committee of 1943 shall be guided by 
the amounts and dates of maturity of 
the revenues estimated to accrue to the 
Veterans’ Farm and Home Building 
Fund of 1943 from the transactions to 
be financed by each issue, and-shall fix 
and determine said dates and amounts 
in such manner that, together with the 
dates and amounts of interest payments 
on the said bond issue, they shall coin- 
cide, as nearly as practicable, with the 
dates and amounts of such estimated 
revenues; provided, the bonds first to 
mature in each issue shall mature not 
later than five years and the bonds fast 
to mature in each issue shall mature 
not later than 45 years from the date of 
issuance theresf. 


The rate of interest to be borne by 
the bonds need not be uniform for ail 
bonds of the same issue or series or 
division, and may be determined and 
fixed by the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943 by resolution adopted at 
or after the sale of said bonds, but 
not exceeding in any case 5 percent 
per annum payable semiannually. The 
highest bid received on the sale of the 
bonds shall be determined by deducting

996.35. All actual and necessary ex- 
penses of the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943 and of the members 
thereof incurred in the performance of 
their duties arising out of the provi- 
sions of this article and expenses in- 
curred by the State Treasurer in having 
said bonds prepared and in advertising 
their sale or their prior redemption 
shall be paid out of the Veterans’ Farm 
and Home Building Fund of 1943, on 
Controiler’s warrant duly drawn for 
that purpose, and shall constitute ex- 
penses of the Department of Veterans 
Affairs. 

Whenever the Veterans’ Finance 
‘Committee of 1943 deems it advisable 
to obtain a legal opinion as to the 
validity of the bonds, prior to or after 
sale, from attorneys other than the 
Attorney General, the committee may 
authorize the State Treasurer or the 
Department of Veterans Affairs or both 
to obtain such a legal opinion. Payment 
for such legal services shall be made 
from the Veterans’ Farm and Home 
Building Fund of 1943, on Coatrolier’s 
warrant duly drawn for that purpose, 
and shall constitute expenses of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs. 

996.36. The Controller, the Treasurer 
and the Veterans’ Finance Committee 
of 1943 shall keep full and particular 
account and record of all their pro- 
ceedings under this article, and they 
shall transmit to the Governor an ab- 
stract of all such proceedings there- 
under, with an annual report, to be by 
the Governor laid before the Legisla- 
ture biennially; and all books and 
papers pertaining to the matter pro- 
vided for in this article shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of any 
party interested, or the Governor, or 
the Attorney General, or a committee 
of either branch of the Legislature, or 
a Joint committee of both, or any citizen 
of the State. 


996.37. So long as any bonds author. 
ized under this article may be outstand- 
ing, the Director of the Department 
of Veterans Affairs shall cause to be 
made at the close of each fiscal year, a 
survey of the financial condition of the 
Division of Farm and Home Purchases, 
together with a projection of the divie 
sion’s operations, such survey to be 
made by an independent public ac- 
countant of recognized standing. The 
results of such surveys and projections 
shall be set forth in written reports and 
said independent public accountant 
shall forward copies of said reports te 
the Director of the Department of Vet. 
erans Affairs, the members of the Cafi- 
fornia Veterans Board, and to the 
members of the Veterans’ Finance 
Committee of 1943. The Division of 
Farm and Home Purchases shall reim- 
burse said independent public account- 
ant for his services out of any funds 
which said division may have available 
on deposit with the Treasurer of the 
State of California. 


Sec. 2. 
upon its adoption by the people as to 
all its provisions except those relating 
to and necessary for its submission to 
the people, and for returning, canvass- 
ing, and proclaiming the votes, and as 
to said excepted provisions this act 
shall take effect immediately. 


Sec. 3. This act shall be submitted 
to the people of the State of California 
for their ratification at the next general 
election, to be held in the month of 
November, 1954, and all ballots at said 
election shall have printed thereon and 
in a square thereof, the words: “For 
the Veterans Bond Act of 1954,” and the 
same square under said words the 
following in eight-point type: “This 
act provides for a bond issue of one 
hundred seventy-five million dollars 
($175,000,000) to be used by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs in assisting 
California war veterans to acquire 
farms and homes.” In the square im- 
mediately below the square containing 
such words, there shall be printed on 
said ballot the words, “‘Against the 
Veterans Bond Act of 1954,” and in 
the same square immediately below 
said words, in eight-point type shall be 

rinted “This act provides for a bond 
ssue of one hundred seventy-five mil- 
lion dollars ($175,000,000) to be used by 
the Department of Veterans Affairs 
in assisting California war veterans.” 
Opposite the words ‘For the Veterans 
Bond Act of 1954” and “‘Against the 
Veterans Bond Act of 1954,” there shal? 
be left spaces in which the voters may 
place a cross in the manner required by 
law to indicate whether they vote for 
or against said act, and those voting 
for said act shall do so by placing a 
cross opposite the words, “‘For the Vet- 
erans Bond Act of 1954” and those vot- 
ing against the said act shall do so 
by placing a cross opposite the words 
“Against the Veterans Bond Act of 
1954." Provided, that where the voting 
of said general election is done by 
means of voting machines used pursu- 
ant to law in such manner as to carry 
out the intent of this section, such use 
of such voting machines an@ the ex- 
Pression of the voters’ choice by means 
thereof, shall be deemed to comply with 
the provisions of this section. The 
Governor of this State shall include the 
submission of this act to the People, as 
aforesaid, in his proclamation calling 
for said general election. 


Sec. 4, The votes cast for or against 
this act shall be counted, returned and 
canvassed and declared in the same 
manner ahd subject to the same rules 
as votes cast for state officers; and if 
it appear that said act shall have re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast 
for and against it at said election as 
aforesaid, then the same shall have 
effect as hereinbefore provided, and 
shall be irrepealable until the principal 
and interest of the liabilities herein 
created shall be paid and discharaed, 
and the Governor shall make prociama- 
tion thereof; but if a majority of the 
votes cast as aforesaid are against this 
par pnee the same shall be and become 
void. 

Sec. §. it shalt be the duty of the 
Secretary of State in accordance with 
law to have this act published in at 
least one newspaper in each county, or 
city and county, if one be published 
therein, throughout this State, for three 
months next preceding the general 
election to be held in the month of No- 
vember, 1954. The costs of publication 
shall be paid out of the General Fund, 
on Controller’s warrants duly drawn for 
that purpose and shall be refunded to
